Reacting to recent judicial 
and administrative develop- 
ments that affect the Florida 
sugar industry's tradition 
hiring of cane cutters from the 
West Indies, United States 
Sugar Corp. has speeded up its 
mechanization of the harvest. 

The company will add 11 
mechanical harvesters this fall. 
These machines, added to eight 
the company previously 
ordered this year, will 
eliminate more than 1,100 jobs. 

"We did not want to do this,” 
said Executive Vice President 
dames Terrill, "but we were 
forced into it. Unfortunately, it 


is the workers, both foreign and . 


local, who will lose.” 

The company had planned to 
use mechanical harvesters for 
55 percent of its crop during 
the coming 1992-93 season, a 
modest increase from last 
season's 50 percent. However, 
because of recent actions by a 
Palm Beach circuit court judge 
and by the U.S. Department of 
Labor, the company will now 
harvest a record 65 percent of 
the coming crop by machine. 

The total reduction between 
the 1991-92 season and the 
1992-1993 season will be 1,100

26 busted in drug sweep-

Twenty-six people in the Glades have been 
arrested for drug related charges by the Glades 
Multi-Agency Narcotics Task Force. 

The sweep began at 5 p.m. Friday, July 17 
when the forte began executing. arrest warrants 
on street level drug dealers in Belle Glade, 
Pahokee, South Bay, and the unincorporated 
county areas of the Glades. _ 

The Task Force is made up of officers from the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff's Office, the Belle 
Glade Police Départment, the Pahokee Police 
Department, and the South Bay Police 
Department. 

According to Lt. Jack Fulenwider with the 
Belle Glade Police Department, it is a 
cooperative effort to curtail drug and other vice 
related criminal activity in the area. 

Unifprm and detective personnel from the 
Sheriff's Office, the Belle Glade and Pahokee 
Police Departments were also used in the street 
sweep operation. 

By 9 p.m., Lt: Fulenwider said 20 people had 
been arrested and six additional people were 
arrested earlier in the week through the same

Lt. Fulenwider said the operation is 
continuing and more arrests are expected. ,

New bow hunting 
regulations announced 


New bow hunting 
regulations, based on 
recommendations by the 
Florida Bow Hunters Council, 
restrict or prohibit the use of 
some high technology devices. 

Simple sights or even 
lighted sights or other aiming 
devices are not illegal during 
archery season unless they 
have the ability to compute the 
range to the target 
electronically. Laser sights 
also are prohibited during 
archery season. Such devices 
may be used during general 
gun season, however. 

Broadheads used for taking 
deer, wild hogs or turkeys must 
have at least two sharpened 
steel edges with a fixed 
minimum width of 7/8 of an 
inch. Broadheads may not 
have any pivoting blades. 

L. Ross Morrell, of the 
Commission's execitive 
director's office, said while 
research indicates that new 
technology applied to primitive 
weapons appears to have had 
little or no effect on hunters 
success, the Florida 
Bowhunters Council felt that 
things like laser sights and 
aiming devices with electronic 
computation capabilities, go 


against the spirit of 
bowhunting. 

"The reason for prohibiting 
these devices during archery 
season is to maintain the 
aesthetic nature of the sport as 
perceived by most 
bowhunters,” he said. 

On the other hand, the 
reason for prohibiting 
broadheads with movable 
blades .is the unproven 
reliability of such devices. 

"Malfunctions could cause 
irregular arrow flight and 
unnecessary wounding of 
game,” Morrell said. 

One type of arrow currently 
on the market has a shaft that 
enables the broadhead to rotate 
during flight. That device is 
legal during archery season or 
general gun season since it 
involves a rotating shaft rather 
than a pivoting blade. 

All bows used to take game - 
in Florida must have a 
minimum draw weight of 35 
pounds. Most bows have the 
draw weight stamped onto 
them by the manufacturers.

Local man invents 


new type of cooker

Pahokee----When S.M. 
Jones, a neighbor of Stuart's 
Machine Shop called up 
Clifford H. Stuart and said, 
"We should have a barbecue,” a 
few years ago, he did not 
realize what he started. Mr. 
Stuart who builds customized 
pumps (Pelican Pumps) and 
machine parts and runs the 
business went to work on a 
special barbecue grill. 

He ended up with a totally 
new innovative concept of 
barbecuing and has patented 
his new invention. "I started 
thinking, just about the only 
thing people can to when they 
get together outside is 
barbecue, so I decided to build 
a grill that would last and a 
grill that could cook more than 
one item at a time,” said Mr. 
Stuart. 

"Even though the original 
grill that I built is large and 
can serve a huge crowd, it is a 
customized grill and can really 
be built in any size, small to 


large, so I figured I'd better get 
a patent on the idea,” he said. 

The invention is a self- 
contained cooker and grill 
having quadrilateral doors 
{four doors), each with a 
separate cooking grate attached 
to each door. Closure of all 
doors provide a conventional 
barbecue type cooker or smoker 
with a full sized grate and a 
common area for support of 
solid fuels. 

The multiple door cooker 
allows the operator to vary 
cooking times and heating of 
four different cooking surfaces. 
Each door can be opened 
independently allowing the 
operator to access the 
immediate cooking surface 
without disrupting the 
remaining cooking surfaces. 

An upper grate is provided in 
a fixed, movable, or rotational 
arrangement for adaptation to 
various cooking requirements. 

Mr. Stuart said, "You can 
even roast an entire pig in this 
baby!” 


The Belle Glade Police 


Benevolent Association had 
their annual picnic and cook- 
out last Saturday and used one 
of Mr. Stuart's cookers. They 
served up chicken and ribs with 
all the trimmings. Detective 
Jack Fullenwilder said, "The 
food was delicious. That grill 
they used was something else." 

Mr. Stuart said he has been 
in the Glades all his life and 
has high hopes for the area. 
"People here are genuine and 
help each other out,” he said. 
“I've looked around at other 
places to work and live but 
Pahokee has always been home 
to me. My father started this 
shop and although we are not 
millionaires, we have managed 
to hold on, even in bad times." 

"We export most of our 
pumps out of the area up 
toward the farming districts in 
central Florida where: they 
grow more vegetables.”

Supreme Court upholds ruling 


The Supreme Court 
“reaffirmed the constitutional 
sanctity of private property 
rights,” according to the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation, when it ruled in 
favor of a South Carolina 
landowner who contended that 
regulatory restrictions on his 
property constituted a “taking” 
of his land. 

By a 6-2 margin, the 
Supreme Court, in Lucas V. 
South Carolina Coastal 
Council, overturned a South 
Carolina Supreme Court 
decision. The high court 
“ordered. a state regulatory 
agency to compensate David 
Lucas for the "regulatory 
taking” of his two beachfront 
lots. 

"This is a clear-cut-victory for 
all Americans, including 
America's farmers and 
ranchers," said AFBF president 
Dean Klecker, whose 
organization filed a friend of 
the court brief in support of

:Agricultural producers have 
been as subject as anyone to 
restrictive regulations that 
impact property rights.

"The Court's declaration of a 
compensable taking in this 
case delivers a message to 
regulators that they have gone 
too far in taking private 
property without awarding jus 
compensation to landowners,” 
Kleckner said.
